Land Salesmanship 


When one is receiving from the state 
$7000 for a piece of property that is 
assessed only at $200, it must be very 
easy to wax eloquent over the amount of 
work the erection of a state school on 
that property would mean for Andover 
people. It must be very easy, too, to 
make a representative forget that he 
was elected to represent the whole of his 
district, to make him charge part of his 
constituency with bribery because it 
gave something to the state, while at the 
same time condoning the policy of the 
land-owners who seemingly attempted to 
rob the state by charging an exorbitant 
price for their land 

In March the Town of Andover went 
on record as being in favor of having the 
state school located here. There can be 
no doubting why the vole went the way 
it did; not only Andover but the whole 
nation during the winter was grasping | 
at anything that would mean work, and | 
the local voters unfortunately took the | 
dissertations of the “patriotic” land- 
salesmen as proof that local residents 
would receive work from the project. | 
Wednesday the State Legislature re- 
fused to sanction the appropriation, and 
Andover can not feel disgruntled at this 
since it is the state’s money and not the 
town’s that would have been spent for | 
the school 


The matter, then, seems settled, but 
the utterly ridiculous statements made | 
by Representative Donnelly and others | 
during the hearings andon the floorof the | 
legislature will produce reverberations | 
that will be felt by these men later on. 
They were obviously swept off their feet | 
by land-owners who managed to conceal 
the fact that they were to receive from | 
the state a far greater sum than the | 
property was assessed at. 

An analysis of the valuation figures 
and the prices that the state would have | 
been forced to pay for the property if the 
Donnelly bill had gone through brings 
out some very interesting points which | 
might well explain the rebirth of “pa- 
triotism” in the hearts of some of the 
land-owners. ‘The total that the state 
had previously agreed to pay for nearly 
1100 acres was $286,100, whereas the 
holders of this property were paying 
taxes only on a total assessed valuation 
of £93,125. In other words the state 
would have had to pay about three times 


the assessed valuation of the land, Ob- 
viously, some of the people had been 
sharper bargainers than others, for one 
person was receiving thirty-five times the 
value of his property as recorded in the 
town assessors’ books. 

The total amount of deposits paid 
was $6,150 on a total assessed valuation 
of $93,125, or about one-fifteenth of the 
valuation, One man’s deposit, however, 
amounted to $200 on $200 valuation and 
another received $500 on $300 valua- 
tion. 


Some of them, then, have very little to 
complain, They received a sum equal or 
greater than the value of their property 
and they still have the property. Pos- 
sibly the price was correct and the yal- 
uation wrong; maybe Morse and Dick- 
inson should have surveyed up there 
after all.

Baccalaureate Sermon 


In the Baccalaureate sermon the Rey. Mr. 
\nderson stated that while the ways and 


means by which we moderns live have made 
thi very different world, the basic needs 
ind desires of men and women do not change. 
Friendship, love, indignation at the kidnap 
ping of children, loyalty, faith—all have 


existed through the ages just as they exist 


Every one of us faces a need for recognition, 
ulventure, and security. The kind of recog 
nition which we should seek, the speaker 
said, it the kind that will merit us a “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant” from 
Christ. A youth seeking recognition may be 
tempted to commit a theft or arson; a young 
lady may compromise’ with some ideal of 
personal integrity, social climbers may spend 
beyond their means. But they are all seeking 
recognition in the wrong way. The unfor 
tunate youth wants to be patted on the back 
by the wrong people because of the bravado 

demonstrated in committing the crime; 
the young lady wanted the recognition of the 

»wd"’ and she tried to secure it by being 
a “good sport”; the social climber indulged 
in antisocial handling of money because he 
wanted to be recognized for wealth. But that 
is not the kind of recognition that we should 
trive for: we should do as Edwin Booth told 
a group of young actors to do, “The king 

i 1 every audience. Play to the king.” 
We should realize that the King is every 
where and should so live that He would ap 
prove of our lives 

Under adventure the speaker stated that 
“Life totters unless it rests on fundamental 
character virtues—honesty, steadfastness, 
loyalty and self-control.” Forcefulness and 
vigor and an aggressiveness that can get 
things done—these are not enough The 
fundamental qualities must come into life 
and “they must come through adventures 
who will lay hold upon these fundamental 
character virtues that stabilize and fortify 
life, that confirm us in self-control and build 
moral foundations under us.’’ The world 
needs men and women to beat back the on 
coming waves of cynicism and despair 

Our longing for security is satisfied in 
several ways. Power, physical force, money 
all bring a certain sense of security to life, but 
more is needed, The world has power, force 
and money now, but we must find sec urity 
that cannot be shaken, The fulfillment of 
great moral principles is the only way of 
attaining that abiding security. Besides this, 
man must discover God, must realize “that 
above all life there is a being who knows and | 
understands,”

The Master said to His disciples the night 
before the crucifixion: ‘These things have I 
spoken unto you, that my joy may be in you 
and that your joy may be made full.”’ He was 
a Man of Sorrows and acquainted with 
grief, but He had a joy which He desired to 
impart, a joy which the world could not give 
and could not take away 

lhere is a little letter of the Apostle Paul 
to the Church of Philippi which shines with 
joy all the way. Thirteen times in that short 
letter the words “joy” and “rejoice” occur 
Paul was an old man when he wrote that 
letter. It probably was written from the 
Mamartine Prison in Rome. Perhaps it wa: 
his last letter. There is a mellowness and : 
humanity about it which are very wonderful 
lhe old apostle was calm and serene and ful 
of good cheer as he wrote, even though it wal 
from the gloom of a dungeon. I do not con} 
ceive of Paul as a“ merry”’ man, as we use th 
word, but a real song ran through his life. H

Belief in the unreality of evil or of pain is 
no antidote for the loss of the song of life 
People who say that evil is not a reality, 
that there is no truth inpain, are simply dull 
ing their own sensibilittes. It reminds us of 
Oscar Wilde, who all his life had tried to 
quote, “Ignore unpleasantness’; but toward 
the end of life had to confess that “under 
neath the flutes is the still, sad music of 
humanity.”

Happy is 
he who has friends, good men, good women, 
true and unselfish. Cultivate your friends, re 
membering all the time that there is no real 
friendship where there is not an interchange 
of benefits. Friendship is not imposition

Few persons who listen to pipe or- 
gans realize the vast amount of hand 
lubor required to construet the tntrt- 
cate mechanism, 

The manufacture of organs is one 
of the few industries which have not 
succumbed to the tnachine age. High- 
ly skilled workmen are required to pro 
duce tife instruments, 

Example of the cure which is taken 
with each organ is shown In the faet 
that one company hus turned out only 
1,50) organs in 78 years of existence, 

Organ manufacture is a long, slow 
process, during which each of the more 


than 8,000 pipes, ranging in length 
from 44 inch to 64 feet and in diam-

a horse shoe brings good luck Is se 
ancient that it is literally lost in the 
mists of time, but probably no super 
stition Is more universal, observes 4 
writer in the Montreal Herald, Ever 
since horse shoes were first used they 
have been asseciuted with good luck 
by every known rave, nation, and peo 
ple throughout the world, Often the 
basic reasons have been very funda 
mentally different, but they always 
have one thing in common--the cres 
cent shape of the shoe is typical of 
some sacred and protective emblem 
The Chinese, for instance, nail them 
up over their doors us a charm against 
evil spirits because the curved shape 


so closely resembios the arched body 
of the sacred snake, Nagandra, which 
Is one of their chief deities, Among 
the Jews, its arched shape symbolizes 
the outline which was traced that 
Passover night when the blood was 
sprinkled upon the lintel and the two 
doorposts. The highly

The main streets of Japan's cities 
may be named Showadorl, Marunouchi, 
Ginza, Moto-machi. They are flanked 
with smart shops—most of them ex- 
ecuted In the “modern style of archl- 
tecture with artistically arrayed mer- 
chandise.” 

Restaurants and hotels, not to be 
outdone, have sent corps of men to 
Paris, London, Vienna and Rome to 
study, improve upon and combine with 
Japanese ingenuity the gustatory de- 
lights of the western world. 

Out from Tokyo, the excellent gov- 
ernment railway lines reach in all dl- 
rections. And here again the Japanese 
have scored a triumph, English style 
locomotives draw American type pull- 
mans that are built with every con- 
ceivable thought for western comfort. 

English has become the second lan- 
guage with the Japanese—on trains, 
ships or wherever travelers gather, 
for English is a compulsory course In 
all Japanese middle schools and most 
colleges, 


Waldsemueller Map First 


to Bear America’s Name 
Map-making received a new Impetus 
with the discovery of America, Each 
returning explorer, says a writer in 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, brought 
tales of a new found land which 
caused many changes and alterations, 
And until the time of Mereator—in the 
Sixteenth century—all maps were em- 


bellished with all sorts of fantastic 
creatures that were supposed to in- 
habit the little known world. Here 


were to be found men with dog's heads; 
men with no heads at all but with 
eyes, nose and mouth {implanted in 
their chests; men who used one big 
foot for an umbrella; cows with 
wings; roosters as big as horses; 
Noah’s Ark with dormer windows. 
Mercator broke with such traditions 
and drew a world chart on the “Mer- 
eator Projection” which in modified 
form {fs still in use today. 

There was the Waldsemueller map 
of 1507, the first to bear the name of 
America, It was lost for centuries 
until discovered in a German library 
in 1901 by an Austrian professor, And 
then there was Ortelius, whose “The- 
ater of the World” ran into thirty- 
three editions, starting in 1570, It ts 
regarded as the parent of the modern 
Aflas, 


Birds’ Busy Courtship 

An elaborate display of plumage ts 
wae by some birds in courtship, The 
pesecock is a well known example of 
this. The male turkey Is seen “strut- 
ting” In the burnyard, and in the fields 
are the Ruffed Grouse, the Pheasant, 
and the Nuthatch, displaying their 
finest colorations to the females of 
their kind. The Woodcock and the 
Horned Lark supplement these dis- 
plays with various other antics such 
as dances and aerial evolutions in or- 
der to attract the females, After the 
Yemales have been won, the pairs set- 
tle down to home building. Most birds 
live in pairs, The English sparrow 
is polygamous, however, and mates 
with many females, Certain birds seem 
to mate for life, while others appear
